Logic Is With
Us But State
Board Isn't

The selection committee for the state
college board of trustees apparently is com-
posed of extremists

In their apparent indifference to logic,
the group headed by Charles Luckman of
Beverly Hills and Dr, Glean Dumke, state
college chancellor, has consistently ignored
the only sensible choice for.a site for the

new state college for the southwest area of
the county,

Torrance is the geographical hub, the
population hub and the economic hub of
the southwest. It has as much population,
for example, as Manhattan Beach, Redondo
Beach and Hermosa Beach combined. It is
growing at a faster rate than any commun-
ity in the area.

Torrance soon will be the third largest
city in the county. It has more school chil-
dren by far than any other city around here.

CENTRAL SITE HERE

It has a site available for the college,
centrally located, with ample room for ex-
pansion, that can be beautifully developed
at less cost than expensive hilly land with
its construction problems and slide dangers.

Torrance will welcome the college with
open arms. Everyone in Torrance—and its
immediate neighbors — wants the college
here.

There is a large group of Palos Verdes
residents who are not in harmony with the
plan to put a college in their community be-
cause of potential traffic congestion.

Yet the selection committee — to get
back to them—first waged an all-out strug-
gle to locate the college at the northern
perimeter of the area it would serve—the
Fox Hills golf course.

When mounting public indignation forc-
ed the selectors to abandon that choice this
week, they immediately swung to the other
extreme—the inaccessible Palos Verdes site.
